were mainly to blame foi the unfavor­ 
able failure record of the past, say s the 
Economic Policy Commission of the 
American Bankers Association. This is 
brought out in a report covering an in­ 
vestigation by the commission of bank 
failures and public policies in charter­ 
ing banks. 
“ The Commission’s study gives an 
impressive revelation of how great a 
part mistaken public policies in the 
chartering of bank3 play ed in creating 
the unsound ta nking structure which 
finally collapsed with the Bank Holiday 
in March 19 33,” Robert V. Fleming, 
president of the association, say s in a 
foreword. 
“ Over-production of banks, literally 
by thousands, over many y ears in the 
face of insistent warnings not only 
from bankers and others who recog­ 
nized the danger, but even more so from 
the mounting records of bank failures 
themselves, Is clearly shown to have 
constituted as a whole one of the great­ 
est single economic errors in the history 
of the Nation ” 


A Recurrence Feared 
He refers to fears of a recurrence of 
over-banking 
recently 
ex pressed 
by 
Federal banking authorities, to the 
powers given the Federal Deposit In­ 
surance Corporation by the provision of 
the Banking Act of 19 35 over the admis­ 
sion of banks to membership in the in­ 
surance fund, to strengthened state 
laws and to the policies now being fol­ 
lowed by both national and state super­ 
visory authorities aimed to safeguard 
the nation against over-banking. 
“ But sound laws and conscientious 
officials are not of themselves alway s 
sufficient safeguard in any field of our 
complex national life unless they have 
the active support of public opinion,’* 
he adds. “ It is the purpose of the Ameri­ 
can Bankers Association to aid in mar­ 
shaling public opinion in support of 
both national and state supervisory au­ 
thorities in their effojts to strengthen 
^nd protect the banking structure.*’ 
The Economic Policy Commission 
summarizes its findings in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“ The facts show a distinct causal re­ 
lationship between the over-chartering 
of banks and the abnormal bank fa il­ 
ure conditions that prevailed from 19 20 
to the bank holiday in 19 33. It is desir­ 
able that studies be made on the basis 
of ex perience to develop standards gov­ 
erning the number of banks or the vol­ 
ume of bank capital which can be suc­ 
cessfully operated. 
"Such a study would embrace the 
question 
hether banking facilities can 
best be supplied to the rural districts by 
» mall unit banks or by branches from 
banks of substantial capital in larger 
centers. Ex isting sound banks, which 
are serving their communities 
well 
phould be protected from any return of 
the over-banked local conditions caused 
iu the past by lax chartering policies. 


Banking Officials (J ueried 
“ An inquiry among state bank com 
mi. doners shows a preponderant opin­ 
ion against increasing materially the 
number of banks, coupled with the fact 
that present laws give them sufficient 
discretion to prevent a repetition of the 
grave errors of the past. 
“ Under prevail 
abnormal condi­ 
tions, with the Federal Government ex ­ 
tensively ex ercising loaning powers in 
competition with the banks, and with 
industry itseif so largely supplied with 
funds as to render it to a great degree 
independent of normal bank borrowing, 
the banking stru cure even with its 
present reduced numbers, finds it 
cult to support its ex isting capital 
vestment and operating personnel.

lHEODORE ROOSEVELT 
B 
ORN with phy sical handicaps 
tha t m ight have made an nr- 
tha t m ight have made an or 
dmary man a ne’er-do-well and 
wea kling, 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
became for his country men the 
very sy mbol of the “ strenuous 
life.” With phy sical vigor he 
combined mental leadership and 
a vibrant pa t/Iotism . 
A t his birth in New York City , 
on October 27, 1858, Roosevelt 
was a delica te, nea r-sighted babe 
who all through his 
boy hood 
seemed destined to a life of ina c­ 
tivity . Fortuna tely his fa m ily 
was able to give him the best of 
care and his wa s a character tha t 
refused to be hampered by ob­ 
sta cles. He trained in gy m na s­ 
tics, horsemanship and managed 
to build him self into the Rough 
Rider who was to thrill the coun­ 
try with his ex ploits. 
His devotion to nature study 
persisted throughout his life. It 
is this side of his many -fa ceted 
career tha t wa s pa rticula rly me­ 
morialized in the im pressive New 
York Sta te Memorial Building 
and monument which were, for­ 
mally dedicated to him on the 
grounds of the American Mu­ 
seum of Na tura l H istory in J a n­ 
uary , 19 36. The monuipent is the 
work of J a m es E. Fraser, a sculp­ 
tor who has done much to make 
the fea tures and character of 
Roosevelt fa m ilia r to a new gen­ 
eration. 
Roosevelt began his political 


career a t the a ge of twenty -three, 
as Sta te Assem bly m a n. 
From 
tha t tim e forward he was a po­ 
tent fa ctor in the politica l life 
of his Sta te, serving it in many 
capa cities, including tha t of Gov­ 
ernor, both before and a fter the 
Spanish-American War. In tha t 
conflict he won additional glory 
a s Colonel of the Rough Riders 
who made the dramatic charge 
up San J uan Hill. 
The a ssa ssina tion of President 
McKinley in 19 01 made Roose­ 
velt, then 
Vice-President, our 
Chief Ex ecutive a t forty -tw o— 
the y oungest man ever to hold 
tha t ex a lted office. He filled the 
post with cha ra cteristic vigor 
until 19 09 , distinguishing him self 
especia lly for his defense of the 
common people a ga inst the large 
trusts. His courage won the a d­ 
miration oL friends and enem ies 
alike. In 19 12 he ran a ga in for 
the Presidency on a third-party 
ticket, but was defea ted. 
To the day of his death, J a nu­ 
a ry 6, 19 19 , President Roosevelt 
wa s a ctive in the affairs of the 
country . At the same tim e he 
undertook 
*-tant 
ex plora ­ 
tions *and 
na ny significa nt 
books. He v. c juried in the cem ­ 
etery near his home, a t Oy ster 
Bay , Long Island, and his gra ve 
marked by the stone shown in the 
sketch, is the scene of annua! 
pilgrim a ges 
by 
thousands 
of 
admirers.
